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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Union: 


| wish to submit the following report for the Municipal 
Year of 1962-63. 


| have only been associated with your school system since 
July Ist. It takes time to become acquainted with a town and 
its school system. | do not presume to be fully acquainted 
as yet, with all of the things that the schools are doing well or 
with ail of the needs of the systems. 


School officials, town officials, teachers and all school 
employees and citizens have been most helpful during the short 
time that | have been working in your town. Mrs. Dodge, the 
elementary supervisor, has found the teachers very cooperative. 
Mrs. Dodge and | are most appreciative for the help and 
cooperation. 


The action taken at the March 1962 town meeting which 
made it possible to add the Industrial Arts Course to the high 
school was a forward step. It provides an occupational course 
for boys, a course that every high school should have. The 
School Committee recommends that the balance of $2,009.01 
in the Industrial Arts Account be carried forward to equip 
another area in the shop. The report of the high school prin- 
cipal gives you more information about this course. 


The financial statement for operations during the past 
year shows an overdraft of $1,787.47. This was due primarily 
to the fact that the town apparently did not make any pro- 
vision for repairs or capital outlay in the appropriation of last 
March and also to the cost of operating the Industrial Arts Pro- 
gram since September. If the cost of operation of the depart- 
ment such as the teacher's salary and expendable supplies are 
charged to the operating acocunt, the town will receive sub- 
sidy on the expenditures.

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The total of the appropriations recommended for town 
meeting exceeds last year’s appropriation by $6,673. The 
principal reasons are: (1) a decrease of approximately $2,000 
in subsidy from the state, (2) the operation of the Industrial Arts 
Course for a full year and (3) the increasing cost of teachers’ 
salaries. You will notice that an account for Repairs and one 
for Equipment is being set up separate from the Elementary 
and Secondary operating account. The Schoo! Department will 
endeavor to operate within the budget presented. Actually 
the recommended appropriation of $800 for repairs is not 
enough to keep the building in repair as this is intended to 
cover expenditures that can not be anticipated, as repairs to 
the heating plant and plumbing, as well as try to maintain the 
physical condition of the building. However, since the increase 
for operating is so large for the coming year, the School De- 
partment will try to operate on a minimum amount for Repairs 
and Equipment. 


It would be desirable to offer driver education to the high 
school students. The walks and drives around the building need 
attention soon. These two items have not been included in the 
regular school budget for the reason given above. However, 
the citizens will have the opportunity to decide on these two 
matters when they consider the special articles in the war- 
rant. 


The School Lunch Account is now handled through the 
town. All expenditures and receipts go through the town 
treasurer. The School Lunch Account in the financial section 
of this report shows the operation since September. The average 
daily participation for the last school year was 107. Last month 
ihe average daily participation was 171. This increase in par- 
iicipation should enable the program to be self-supporting for 
the current year and perhaps make up the deficit of last year. 


The School Committee has approved the policy of charg- 
ing the maximum legal tuition rate for pupils aitending Union 
High Schoo! from other towns. The estimated charge for the 
present school year is $396. 
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Reference was made earlier in this report to the increasing 
cost of teachers’ salaries. The need for budgeting adequately 
for salaries is evident when the following are compared: (1) 
average salary in Union this year — $4,225 and (2) the state 
average salary this year — $4871. 


The usual financial and statistical information follows this 
part of the report. ,

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, 
and citizens of the Town of Union, | herewith submit the annual 
report of the high school principal. 


The enrollment this year is as fellows: Grade 7, 16; grade 
8, 27; freshmen, 49; sophomores, 30; juniors, 42; seniors, 21. 
This makes a total of 185 students, 142 in the high school and 
A3 in the junior high school. There should be a small increase 
in the high school enrollment next year with the junior high 
maintaining its present enrollment. 


The first year of the Industrial Arts Program has been a 
great success. The total enrollment in the Industrial Arts Pro- 
gram is 53 divided among the grades as follows: Freshmen, 20; 
sophomores, 11; junior-senior, 22. The major emphasis this 
year has been on the wood working and drawing areas. There 
have been many very good projects completed including fruit 
bowls, coffee tabels, gun cabinets, cedar chests and table 
lamps. Several kinds of wood have been used including cedar, 
mahogany, red oak, black willow and pine. 


Each student has been required to spend several weeks in 
the drawing area. In this area, we have covered working 
drawings, working mostly with the three-view or orthorgraphic 
drawings. Those students who are taking drawing as a full 
time course have covered basic oblique drawing, basic isometeric 
drawings, sectioning, two view drawings, and are now engaged 
in architectural drawing. 
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Before an industrial arts program can meet the full ac- 
ceptance of the Maine Department of Education, four areas 
must be covered; these areas are wood working, metals, elec- 
tricity, and power mechanics. However, a new program need 
only establish one area each year until all four areas have 
been completed. The Union High School Shop is complete in 
wood working. Funds are available to complete the metals 
area for next year. The two remaining areas are not very 
expensive and can be set up over the next two school years. 


We have been able to obtain many items from surplus for 
the power mechanics and electrical areas which will help greatly 
to cut the costs. We were also able to purchase a metal 
shaper from surplus at a great saving. 


While great strides have been made in the improvement 
of Union High School, several more areas need to be upgraded. 
The lighting throughout the building is far below minimum stand- 
ards. A foreign language laboratory for French needs to be 
developed and work continued on a physical education program. 


On behalf of the faculty and myself, | wish to take this 
cpportunity to thank the Superintendent, the Superintending 
School Commiitee, and the citizens of the Town of Union for 
helping us make this year so pleasant and successful.

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Report of Union Health Council 


As in previous years the Union Healih Council continues to 
carry out its functions, which are to determine and act on heaith 
needs of the community, to assist the Public Health Nurse in 
carrying out her program, and to assist in the interpretation of 
the public health program to the people of the community and 
to secure the cooperation of other organizations. 


More and more we are recognizing the continuing threat 
of influenza, which is responsible for the death of thousands 
each year. All ages are urged to seek protection available 
through an annual vaccination. Adult clinics were sponsored 
last fall and weil over two hundred people received their shots. 
This in addition io many who were alerted by the notices mailed 
to all townspeople, and went to their own physicians. 


Polio, though not the threat it once was, must not be ig- 
nored. Booster shots every two years are now recommended. 
An adult clinic was held during March 1962. Eighty persons 
received their shots. 


Dates for the annual series of three pre-school clinics will 
soon be announced. Parents of young children may contact 
Mrs. Geraldine Barker if they wish to have their names placed 
on the mailing list. 


School immunizations are scheduled for March. Coopera- 
tion of the parents in promptly returning permission slips to 
schoo! is appreciated. 


Our work in the school assisting Mrs. Esther Long, Public 
Health Nurse, is nearly finished for this year. Physical examina- 
tions, which include ears, throat, teeth, heart, lungs, skin, skele- 
ton structures, and urinalysis; also audiometric and tuberculin 
testing for prescribed grades have been completed. 


This year the change to a new school district left us with- 
out an eye machine for use with the children. Over the years 
the Health Council, although not a money making organization, 
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has accumulated a sum of money sufficient to enable us to pur- 
chase for use in our school, a Titmus Optical Eye Vision Tester. 
This machine is now on order. As soon as it arrives, the Massa- 
chusetts eye test will be given to the grades ordinarily tested. 
We hope in the future to be able to add for use with this ma- 
chine, extra slides which are available for screening pre-school 
children and to detect color blindness. 


We appreciate the cooperation of the Union School De- 
partment, who have this past year provided for our use in the 
clinic room a professional type scale for weighing and measur- 
ing the children. This makes the work of our volunteers much 
easier and more accurate. It is an item we have long hoped for. 

The Health Council has also purchased for use in the clinic 
room, two screens which have added welcome privacy for the 
boys and girls during physicals and clinics. 


This fail we are scheduled to help repeat the youth program 
dealing with the spiritual, social, economical and physical as- 
pects of growing up, which was so well received in the fall of 
1961. 


Mrs. Esther Long, Public Health Nurse, Dr. Arnold Walker 
and Mrs. Lynwood Hilt provide the professional help, but if a 
complete program is to be carried out by the Health Council 
we must have additional volunteers. Otherwise it may be neces- 
sary to curtail the adult services. So, please! if you have a few 
hours to give to the cause of better health in this community, 
ask our secretary, Mrs. Betty Howard, to add your name to our 
card list and join the Union Health Council.

PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR UNION, 1962 


Public health nursing is a special field of nursing that com- 
bines the skills of nursing, public health and some phases of 
social assitance, and functions a part of the total public health 
program for the promotion of health, the prevention of illnes 
and disability, and rehabilitation. It is concerned for the most 
part with care of well families and with non-hospitalized sick 
persons and their families, with particular groups and with health 
problems that affect the community as a whole. 


The following table summarizes the nurse’s various activities 
during the twenty visits to the town:

The work is being done by the members 
with the cost of materials being paid for by the Department 
We have also bought two more radios. One is a base set 
and the other a mobile for the ambulance, for a total cost of 
$400.00 with the town paying half.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Union 
has been completed for the fiscal year ended February 5, 1962. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records main- 
tained by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other 
municipal officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unex- 
pended departmental balance lapsed amounted to $9,995.42, 
per the following summary: 

Deparimental Operations: 


Unexpened Balances $10,176.91 
Overdrafts 181.49 
Net Unexpended Balance $ 9,995.42 


The overlay and unexpended balances in highway and 
welfare accounts were the major factors contributing to the 
amount lapsed to surplus. 


* * * 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying fi- 
nancial statements and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS... The general cash balance of $13,319.73 was 
on deposit in the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine, at 
February 5, 1962. 


Accounts receivable amounted to $77.81 and represented 
principally a prior year overdeposit in the Clara E. Thurston 
Worthy Poor Fund. ? 


Taxes receivable totaling $4,674.37 were comprised for the 
most part of current year accounts of $3,930.65. The remain- 
ing balance of $743.72 consisted of uncollected taxes dating 
from 1946. 
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Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired property totaled 
$2,399.06. 

LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . Short term loans 
of $8,475.20, issued for state aid road and Thompson Memorial 
Building in the amounts of $7,675.20 and $800.00 respectively, 
and payroll deductions of $64.93 due governmental agencies 
represented the major general fund liabilities at February 5, 
1962. 


The departmental accounts showed an unexpended balance 
of $3,646.00 in the I. C. Thurston Fund account and an over- 
draft of $3,219.52 in the education account that are carried 
forward to the ensuing year in accordance with legal require- 
ments and/or customary practice. 


Other reserves totaling $642.00 were for uninvested trust 
fund principals and income. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $10,324.28, an 
increase of $4,252.76 for the year. The change was occa- 
sioned principally by the net unexpended departmental balance 
lapsed, payment of a note and gain on sale of tax acquired 
property, less the issuance of new notes to finance state aid road 
work and repairs to the Thompson Memorial Building roof. 


DEBT FUND .. . The debt fund, incorporated in the bal- 
ance sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding building 
construction serial bonds of $10,000.00 which mature $2,000.00 


annually with interest at 2% per cent. 


TRUST FUNDS . . . Trust fund principals totaled $39,699.64 
and unexpended income amounted to $2,706.77. With the ex- 
ception of the amount due from the general fund, the funds 
are invested in stocks and bonds totaling $29,584.87 and bank 
deposits of $12,249.35. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . .. The departmental ac- 
counts showed an increase of $3,785.14 in funds raised by taxa- 
tion, as compared with the preceding year. Larger appropria- 
tions for education and sidewalk accounts were the major 
factors contributing to the change. 
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The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing 
year decreased by $5,672.99, as compared with the balance 
at the start of the year. The change occurred principally in 
the education account. 


GENERAL . . . The townspeople authorized the use of ex- 
cise taxes for the roads and bridges account and the issuance of 
notes to finance highway and building repair projects. 


Supplemental taxes should be committed to the tax col- 
lector in accordance with Chapter 399, Section 41, Public Laws 
of 1955. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained 
to the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records were checked to deter- 
mine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank 
statements furnished by the depository or by direct bank con- 
firmation. Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to deter- 
mine the correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as 
expenditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and 
canceled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise 
tax collections were verified with copies retained by the col- 
lector. Surety bond coverage was reviewed. 


Education account balances were reconciled with the Super- 
intendent of Schools. Debt and trust fund transactions were 
reviewed and securities were verified by actual inspection. 


In our opinion, subject to the foregoing comments, the ac- 
companying statements and supporting information present fair- 
ly the financial position of the Town at February 5, 1962, and 
the results of its operations for the year then ended.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Union: 


| wish to submit the following report for the Municipal 
Year of 1963-64. 


The School Department has the intent and desire to oper- 
ate within the budget approved at town meeting. Because of 
the trouble with the furnace late this fall, the School Depart- 
ment ended the municipal year with an overdraft of $511.43 
in the Repair Account. It seemed better to show the overdraft 
than to hold back the bills and not make the true financial 
situation evident in this report. 


Provision has been made in the regular budget for the 
summer course in Driver Education. The recommended appro- 
priation for the Elementary and Secondary operating expense 
is $53,750. The appropriation last year was $53,650 plus 
$600 for Driver Education for a total of $54,250 which was 
$500 more than the appropriation recommended for this year 
for operating expenses. 


The total of the recommendations for the coming year is 
$21,000 more than last year for the reason that the recommenda- 
tions for Repairs and Equipment have been increased to $2000 
for each of these accounts. The town should, when it is finan- 
cially able, budget at least 1% of the insured value of the 
building for Repairs and 5% of the value of the equipment for 
the Equipment Account. The insured value of the building is 
$307,980.00 and the contents is $41,220.00. The recommenda- 
tion of $2000 for each of these accounts does not reach the 
level that the above rules would provide, but it is a step in 
the right direction. 


The Industrial Arts Department is equipped for two of the 
four required areas. The proposed expenditure of $1,000 to 
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equip a third area is included in the recommended $2,000 for 
Equipment. 


There is a slight increase in the appropriation for convey- 
ance as the school department has adopted the policy that all 
trips by athletic teams must be made by school bus. This is a 
sound policy and the school department may have to help on 
a part of the expense. 


The School Lunch Program is going well and is self- 
supporting. The participation is increasing every year. 


| hope that the community appreciates the work that Mr. 
Garniss has done in music during the past seven years, Your 
school has a band that compares favorably with larger schools. 
Mr. Garniss resigned last spring and has been keeping the music 
program going this year by being willing to serve on a substitute 
basis. It is going to be difficult to fill this position. It is unlikely 
that it will be possible to secure a replacement who has the 
ability and experience of Mr. Garniss. 


The usual financial and statistical information follows this 
part of the report.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, 
and citizens of the Town of Union, | herewith submit the annual 
report of the high school principal. 


The Industrial Arts Program has continued to improve with 
the addition of the metals area. Two areas (wood and metals) 
are nearly complete. It will be necessary to add one more 
area next year in order to comply with state requirements. The 
new area to be added for next year will be the electrical area. 
The enrollment in the Industrial Arts Program by classes is as 
follows: Seniors 15; Juniors 12; Sophomores 16; and Fresh- 
men 16. This represents 84.5% of the male student body who 
are gaining experience through the shop program. 


With the advancement of automation, the employment 
problems facing your high school graduates are becoming 
frightening. The new graduate will need to obtain a sale- 
able skill now more than ever before in history. We as parents 
and teachers need to help guide our graduates into educational 
training beyond high school — but we must be careful not to 
push them beyond their ability and interest to achieve. 


Each year we have more students interested in advanced 
education ranging from a four year college program to a one 
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year trade school training. It is very important that we all 
encourage our students to start planning for some kind of 
future education while they are in junior high school. The 
successful completion of English, physical science, and at least 
one year of algebra is a must for almost all types of advanced 
education. The degree of success in high school will greatly 
effect a student’s admissions standing to any type of post-high 
school program. 


On behalf of the faculty and myself, | wish to take the 
Opportunity to thank the Superintendent, the Superintending 


School Committee, and the citizens of the town of Union for 
helping us make this year so pleasant and successful.

The Council started a new year in September with our 
new District Nurse, Mrs. Carolyn Luce, and a new slate of very 
capable officers. 


Our school program is being carried out by Mrs. Veda 
Scott, Chairman, assisted by Mrs. Eva Starrett and Mrs. Martha 
Fuller testing eyes on the new machine we recently purchased 
for the Union schools. Mrs. Betty Howard and Mrs. Barbara 
Moody have completed testing ears with physicals being done 
in certain grades by Dr. Arnold Walker and the District Nurse. 
The T.B. testing was completed by Dr. Ashley from the State 
Health and Welfare Department with no positive results found. 
A film on the effects of smoking has been shown in the High 
School with good impressions on the pupils. 


In the fall the Health Council members assisted by Dr. 
Arnold Walker and Mrs. Evelyn Hilt, R.N., offered the public 
a new combination vaccine Flu Clinic and in November we 
started a new program of Oral Polio vaccine. Both programs 
were well attended by about 200 children and adults. 


The pre-school program will be carried out in the spring 
with Mrs. Muriel Heath as Chairman. 


In November the P.T.A. gave us the opportunity fo present 
our Health Council progress. A fine history was told by Mrs. 
Betty Howard, Secretary, Mrs. Harriet Carroll, Vice Chairman, 
and the Program Committee. Any questions were answered 
by the District Nurse. The meeting was very poorly attended 
except for teachers. 
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- Our Health Council has been able to have a safety closet 
built and provide a new cot for the clinic room. 

We hope other citizens will join our Health Council and 
give of their time to lighten the work of the few active members 
who carry out the District Nurse’s program and public clinics 
with fine results.

The Knox County Regional Planning Commission was organ- 
ized under Chapter 42, Public Laws of 1955, State of Maine. 
“An Act permitting Regional Planning”. The Commission is 
composed of members appointed by the participating Waldo- 
boro and Knox County Municipalities. 


The objectives of the Planning Commission are to prepare 
a coordinated plan for the development of the Waldoboro 
and Knox County Regions, taking into account the present and 
future needs, with a view toward encouraging the most appro- 
priate use of land, such as for industry, commerce, housing, 
forestry and agriculture; the development of adequate recrea- 
tional areas; the promotion of good civic designs; and the 
prudent and efficient expenditure of public funds. 


The projects sponsored by the Commission are, by their 
very nature, LONG RANGE IN CHARACTER, requiring careful 
planning and the most patient exploitation of ideas. As illus- 
trative of our activities in behalf of the Area, we are pleased 
to list herewith some of the projects your Commission has under- 
taken as evidence of a long range progressive program within 
the scope of our Charter of operation. 


(A) We have completed the first and second Phases of the 
Over-all Comprehensive Development Plan for the 
Region. 


(B) The Second Phase of the Plan for the Area is now in 
the implementation stages with studies in depth in 
Fisheries, Forest Resources, Mineral Deposits, Harbor 
Improvements, Pollution, etc. 
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(C) Through our active participation Highway projects 
such as Route 1 and 131 intersection have been and 
will be undertaken. 


(D) Since the Commission has been appointed as the local 
Agency for the Area Redevelopment Administration 
we have participated in various ARA projects. 


(E) Of considerable significance is the assistance given 
by your Commission to Municipalities in their local 
area projects, as for example: 

We actively represented the citizens of Owls Head at 
the Committee hearing and other procedures neces- | 
sary to acquire land and to receive a State grant for 
the development of the Owls Head Park. 


Through our cooperation, a soil conservation project 
involving a dam rebuilding a bridge and a road at 
Fogarty’s Corner, Tenants Harbor, was completed. 
Surveys are now in process for a diversionary Route 
131 in Port Clyde with plans for a recreational area 
at the Drift Inn location. 


We have cooperated with several groups and firms 
in soliciting action at the State and Federal levels for 
legislation that would improve the economic condi- 
tions in the area. | 


Of prime importance is the fact that we have invited 
ALL of the contributing Towns to make use of our 
facilities for assistance in furthering the successful con- 
clusion of projects in their respective areas. 


SPECIFICALLY, some of the items of financial assistance that 
the Planning Commission has helped to bring to the area are 
listed below: 


$ 60,000.00 Industrial loan to firms in area. 
144,000.00 Extended Public Works Grant which led to a 
144,000.00 matching bond issue. 
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10,000.00 State appropriation for Owls Head Park. 
3,960.00 Retraining Program which trained 20 stitchers. 


$361,960.00 


The above figures mean that the Knox County Regional 
Planning Commission has improved the economy of the Area 
by $361,960.00 in actual cash not to mention the increased 
earning power of the Trainees that took the Retraining course, 
also the jobs that are created by the grants and other loans.

TOWN OF UNION 
FEBRUARY 6, 1962 TO FEBRUARY 11, 1963 


An audit has been completed of the financial records of the 
Town of Union for the fiscal year ended February 11, 1963. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained 
by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal 
officials. 


The fiscal year’s operations showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $3,874.18, per the 


following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $4,587.63 
Overdrafts Tigo 
Net Unexpended Balance $3,874.18 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the welfare and 
general government accounts were the principal factors con- 
tributing to the amount lapsed to surplus, 


The following comments pertain: to the accompanying financial 


statements and to the scope of audit. 
ASSETS . . The general fund cash balance of $18,962.75 was 


on deposit in the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine, at 
February 11, 1963. 
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Accounts receivable amounting to $94.15 represented princi- 
pally a prior year overdeposit in the Clara E. Thurston Worthy 
Poor Fund. 


Taxes receivable totaling $5,159.49 consisted primarily of cur- 
rent year accounts totaling $4,269.11. The remaining balance 
of $890.38 was for unpaid assessments dating from 1955. 


Tax liens, tax deeds and tax acquired property amounted to 


$812.25, $395.67 and $1,313.89 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS .. . Payroll deductions 
of $1,407.37 due governmental agencies represented the major 
general fund liabilities at February 11, 1963. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance 
of $3,951.37 representing various operating account balances 
and overdrafts carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 


Other reserves totaling $2,639.50 included $639.50 for unin- 
vested trust fund principals and income and $2,000.00 for a 
revaluation fund. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $18,018.67, an_in- 
crease of $7,694.39 for the year. This change was occasioned 
principally by the net unexpended departmental balance lapsed 
and the payment of notes, less transfers to various operating 
accounts. 


DEBT FUND .. . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding building con- 
struction serial bonds of $8,000.00 which mature $2,000.00 
annually with interest at 2% per cent, and a $15,000.00 serial 
educational purposes note, payable $3,000.00 annually with 
interest at 2% per cent. 
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TRUST FUNDS . .. Trust fund principals totaled $39,949.64 
and unexpended income amounted to $2,865.89. With the 
exception of an amount due from the general fund, the funds 
are invested in stocks and bonds totaling $29,084.87 and bank 
deposits of $13,160.97. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS .. . The departmental accounts 
showed an increase of $4,017.60 in funds raised by taxation, 
as compared with the preceding year. Larger appropriations 
for education and retirement of debt were the major factors 
contributing to the increase. 


The departmental balances carried forward to the ensuing year — 
increased $3,524.89, as compared with the balances at the start 
of the year. The change occurred for the most part in the 
education account. 


GENERAL . . . The townspeople authorized the use of excise 
taxes for the roads and bridges account and the issuance of a 
note to finance the industrial arts program; also authorized 
were transfers from surplus for various current operations and 
the establishment of a reserve fund for revaluation. 


It was apparent that expenditures had been made from the 
general school fund account for repairs. In this respect, refer- 
ence made to Section 34, Chapter 41, Revised Statutes of 1954, 
as amended, would indicate that a separate assessment should 
be provided for such purposes. Also, it is suggested that educa- 
tion account appropriations that are not considered foundation 
program accounts be kept separately in the selectmen’s ledger. 


When partial payments are received on tax mortgage liens, 
signed waivers should be obtained to protect the town’s fore- 
closure rights. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern, Count 
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of cash was made and records checked to determine the accu- 
racy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of statements 
furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 
correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celed checks were examined for a selected period. 


Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts re- 
tained by the collector. Education account balances were veri- 
fied with the Superintendent of Schools. Debt and trust fund 
transactions were examined and securities were verified by 
actual inspection. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.

REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Union: 


My first annual report as Superintendent of Schools is 
hereby submitted. 


During the past year, a new burner was installed and a 
change was made in the type of fuel oil used. This new system 
should provide for better and more efficient heating. An inter- 
com system was installed. The electrical section of the Industrial 
Arts Shop was equipped. One room had new lighting. 


The budget for 1965 reflects an increase of $9,287.46 which 
includes provision for an automotive section in Industrial Arts, 
support for the Hot Lunch Program, improvements in mainten- 
ance, and the increasing cost of education. 


The request for a local appropriation of $63,592.00 is an 
increase over 1964. A budget increase of $9,287.46 can be 
accomplished on a small appropriation increase due to an in- 
crease in state subsidies, and taking into consideration that the 
town does not have to appropriate money for chairs and a new 
burner this year as it did in 1964. 


lt was thought that we might expect a drop in tuition reve- 
nues in 1965 but it appears that we will have the same number 
of tuition students for at least one more year. 


| wish to thank the School Committee, school personnel, and 
the Citizens of Union for the cooperation | have received during 
my first year as your Superintendent.

REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


To the Superintendent, Superintending School Committee, 
and Citizens of the Town of Union. 

In accordance with the requirements of tradition and cus- 
tom, | present to you at this time my FIRST annual report as your 
high school principal. 

| have divided this report into three areas of academic 


concern. 


|. ADMINISTRATIVE: 


The enrollment for the school year 1964-1965 is as follows: 
Grade 7, 21; grade 8, 22; freshmen, 29; sophomores, 31; juniors, 
43; seniors, 29. There are 89 boys and 86 girls, a total of 175 
students, 132 in the high school and 43 in the junior high school. 

With the inception of this school year, several new adminis- 
trative programs have been ‘nitiated. Teachers have been pro- 
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vided with a Teachers Guide to assist them in their instructional 
task. New school regulations are clearly stated to aid teachers 
in passing such information on to the students. 


In October, with the approval of the Superintendent and the 
School Committee, a merit, demerit discipline system was in- 
troduced. The system is designed to encourage self discipline 
on the part of the individual student. The program has proven 
its merit, in that, as of this writing only one student (junior high 
school) has earned suspension and ten parents have received 
warning letters, as a result of students acquiring up to ten de- 
merits, 

The schedule has been altered slightly allowing some stu- 
dents to leave early in the afternoon for gainful employment and 
to eliminate over crowded study hall conditions. 

| would recommend that the principal’s office become a non- 
teaching position to devote needed time in the areas of super- 
vision and educational guidance. The addition of a part time 
secretary is a rather acute need for the proper administration of 
the high school. 


ll. CURRICULUM: 

Curriculum and scheduling changes have been made to pro- 
vide for a daily Ist. period conference-make up time, which also 
facilitates an opportunity for club meeting, band, chorus, and 
personal typing. Two new courses have been added, World 
Affairs and Origins of Music. World Affairs is an attempt to en- 
rich the Social Studies program; it is one of the few of this type 
taughi in the State of Maine, but of increasing importance else- 
where in the nation. The Origins course is intended to transmit 
some degree of musical culture to students who otherwise may 
be denied a knowledge and appreciation of music. 

The English Department has been strengthened by placing 
much emphasis on grammar, composition, and vocabulary, al- 
though we are giving adequate attention to literature. 

We have made two changes in our science program. The 
college course sequence General Science has been replaced with 
Earth Science. The material covered in General Science is 
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covered again extensively in Chemistry, Physics, and Biology; 
thus to avoid repetition, college course students are being in- 
troduced to Earth Science. The school has obtained a mineral 
collection as an accompaniment to the text. 


The other change is a return to the traditional physics 
course rather than continue with the more theoretical approach 
of the P. S. S. C. program. This change has proven more 
suitable for a high school of this size, which has only one division 
of physics. 


One new feature in the math program is the institution of a 
course in Probability which was taught last year and will be 
again next year. We continue to teach traditional math. 


The “64” graduates who have gone on to school report 
very favorably on their Science and math preparation, which 
gives those who are attempting to do the job a good feeling. 


Increased use of the library by both students and teachers 
has been evident this year. The school librarian is available 
from her French teaching assignment for two periods each day. 
The remaining periods are supervised by student librarians 
who have performed creditably in this role. 


The music program has been greatly enriched with the hir- 
ing of a full time music instructor. Band rehearsals are held 
Monday, Wednesday and Friday, chorus, Tuesday and Thurs- 
day. Music is taught daily in grades seven and eight. 


In the Commercial Department a personal typing course is 
being offered daily for non commercial students, and the com- 
mercial law course has been split in two divisions eliminating 


previous overcrowding. 


The Industrial Arts Department has expanded by adding an 
Electrical area as a third program. In addition to Electrical, 
Automotive facilities will be completed by the fall 1965. 


The present enrollment numbers 76 boys, an increase of 17 
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over last year, resulting from seventh and eighth grade boys, 
participating on a half year basis, in an exploratory course. 


Upon completion of the basic four areas, combined with 
Mechanical Drawing, Arts and Crafts, Union High School will 
have one of the most comprehensive Industrial Arts programs 
for its size in this area. 


| would like to make several recommendations regarding 
future curriculum needs and to mention a number of tentative 
curriculum changes planned for next year. 


Beginning with the academic year 1965-1966, we plan 
to offer a course in Latin-American History in addition to World 
Affairs. To broaden the language area we hope to offer Latin- 
|. We feel there should be two divisions of freshman algebra— 
one for those preparing for vocational schools and one for col- 
lege course students. It is difficult to have both in the same class 
and do the job that should be done for each group. In respect 
to math, there should be one teacher assigned strictly to mathe- 
matics and another for pure science. Presently, one teacher in- 
structs both, which is too large a load to adequately present the 
material required of the various branches in these two broad 
subjects. 


Students in French classes need a language laboratory to 
strengthen their ability to understand and to speak the language. 
An elaborate set-up is not required. A recorder and positions 
for several head phones would be adequate. 


In our Commercial Department four typewriters need to be 
replaced, additional typing desks and a tape recorder would 
enhance the commercial program. 


The Industrial Arts Department presents the following sug- 
gestions for future consideration by Union citizens and school 
administrators: 


1. Install a new program of basic essentials in “Arts and 
Crafts” for slower students. 
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2. Offer Mechanical Drawing and Industrial Arts as an 
elective to students in other courses. 


3. Create, in the future, an adult education evening pro- 
gram. 


4. Install an advanced “Arts and Crafts” program for 
junior and senior shop students. 


5. Develop a basic course in shopwork for girls one 
period each week as an elective. 


Of the 29 students in the senior class eight have made ap- 
plication to four year colleges and universities and one has re- 
ceived early acceptance at the University of Maine. Five other 
students were later accepted. Six students are interested in future 
vocational training. The number represents a respectable per- 
centage of 50%. 


Ill. PLANT AND EQUIPMENT: 


This year has witnessed a number of physical improvements 
within the building and in the acquisition of new equipment. 


The Principal's office has been repainted and -rearranged 
with the front section converted into a guidance area. The 
athletic department has acquired an area for office space which 
has been repainted and rewired. In both areas the work has 
been done by the custodians and Industrial Art students. Shop 
students made shelf space, a bookcase, a magazine rack, and 
assisted with the painting. These improvements were completed 
at a minimum expense to the town, esssentially the cost of 


materials. 


A new intercom system has been installed which has proven 
4s value in the administration and co-ordination of the academic 
program. New flourescent lighting in the commercial room 
provides the type of atmosphere necessary in the teaching of 


commercial subjects. 


By taking advantage of the state surplus programs, we have 
acquired equipment for several areas; for example, materials 
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used in industrial arts, filing cabinets, catalogue files for the 
library, desks, and forty lockers for boys and girls athletics. 


There are several recommendations which are necessary for 
the maintenance and improvement of your high school. 


As you know, the general illumination in many rooms is 
very poor, especially in the library. Presently most rooms and 
corridors are painted with dull colors. Repainting with modern 
light reflecting colors would serve to brighten the overall ap- 
pearance of the school and help to improve the poor lighting as- 
pects which hinder academic instruction connected with the learn- 
ing process. 


| might add, | question the safety of the present electrical 
wiring of the building and recommend greater future installation 
of modern flourescent fixtures. 


In closing, | wish to thank the many citizens of Union, who 
have devoted their time and energy to work toward an improve- 
ment in Union High School. | wish to express my sincere appre- 
ciation to a conscientious and capable superintendent, and su- 
perintending school committee, and finally | extend a word of 
praise to the staff of Union High School. Union is fortunate to 
have teachers that are giving of their talents so unstintingly in 
and beyond the responsibilities of their classroom duties. Good 
instruction by good teachers constitutes the heart of any school 
system. The recipients of such educational devotion are your 
children, the community, and our nation.

The Union Health Council has been active again this year 
in assisting the Public Health Nurse and school physician to 
carry out the school health program. This is the primary pur- 
pose of our organization of volunteer members. 


Many of us no doubt remember when the school nurse had 
to call upon the teachers to take time from a busy schedule to 
test ears and eyes on each pupil, and record findings on health 
charts. Any further efforts to expand the program were limited. 

In recent years many communities have met this problem 
with the organization of Health Councils. 

Wtih the start of each new school year the nurse and coun- 
cil meet and plan the course for the months ahead. Physical 
examinations are done on the pupils in pre-determined grades, 
eyes and ears are tested at later dates. Required immuniza- 
tions are given at clinics and T.B. testing in specified grades is 
done when recommended. 

A series of pre-school clinics (Child Health Conferences) is 
conducted also each spring for mothers of our community. 

Clinics for all citizens of Union are set up and staffed by 
Dr. Walker, a nurse and volunteers from the health council 
whenever deemed advisable. 

This year, again, a clinic for extra protection from Influenza 
was conducted in October. Response from the public was good. 

Full time employment by some of the members has depleted 
our roll over the last few years, and this year we have been 
happy to welcome a few new faces. This same welcome is 
extended to any others who might have the time and desire to 
help us in this worthwhile work.

To the Citizens of Union: 


| submit the following report as your local Director of 
Civil Defense and Public Safety: 

During the past year, | have been concentrating on building 
an effective radiological monitoring team. | have been fortu- 
nate to obtain the services of some hard-working and con- 
scientious volunteers to assist in this project. At the present 
time we have five radiological monitors — Alexander Hardie, 
Harriet Carroll, John Burns, Charlotte Pease, and Edgar Barker. 
Equipped with the necessary instruments and maps, they are 
doing an excellent job under the supervision of Alexander Hardie, 
the Local RADEF Officer 

This group has had a total of ninety-six (96) hours of in- 
struction in the monitoring field and four of us are now attend- 
ing a thirty-two (32) hour course sponsored by the University 
of Maine. 

While much progress has been made in the radiological 
monitoring field, many problems remain, especially in the field 
~ of communications. Any volunteer with radio facilities and a 
deside to help his local organization in this phase would be 
greatly appreciated. 

The town is fortunate to have a well-trained team of 
ambulance-rescue personnel at its service to cope with the 
emergency disaster problems, whether they be nuclear or natural. 

Some thought should be given to the location of a control 
center where all reports and information would be received and 
sent, and from which all local operations would be directed. 

| wish to thank all personnel and volunteers who have 
contributed their time and services to further the local effort 
during the past year.

REPORT FOR THE YEAR 1964 


The Knox County Regional Planning Commission organized 
under Chapter 90A Section 64 “An Act permitting Regional Plan- 
ning.” Public Laws of 1955 State of Maine, has completed five 
years of service to the area. 

During these years we have completed the first two parts 
of an Overall Comprehensive Plan for the development of the 
area taking into consideration the promotion of the health, 
safety, and general welfare of the residents of the region. 

Paragraph C. of Section 64 General laws of the State of 
Maine, has also instructed the Commission to encourage the most 
appropriate use of land for agriculture, forestry, industry, com- 
merce and residence; to provide adequate transportation and 
communication; to provide for the proper location of public utili- 
ties and services; to promote good civic design; and to encourage 
the judicious expenditure of public funds. 

The Knox County Regional Planning Commission has fol- 
lowed the instructions as outlined by law. 

We are working with several towns on projects of parks and 
recreation. 

The Commission is working with various groups to provide 
better highway facilities in the County. We are also working 
to provide better Airport facilities and improve Air-service to 
the area. 

The Commission is working with groups interested in bring- 
ing water transportation in and out of the area. We feel that 
water transportation is a must for the future prosperity of the 
area. 

The Commission is also working with interested parties in 
creating new methods of utilizing our forest resources. 

The Commission acting as the local Area Re-development. 
Agent, has helped several local industries to expand, thus creat- 
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ing new jobs and adding to the economy of the area. We have 
also sponsored retraining programs to aid low income people im- 
prove their own economic levels. 

In the recently completed Natural Resources study by the 
James W. Sewall Co. for Knox County several recommendations 
for development of these resources were made. The Commission 
has begun the implementation of these recommendations. We 
have instituted actual exploration of some of the mineral re- 
sources of Knox County, and the Waldoboro area, samples have 
been taken and preliminary studies show much promise. We 
will know more when the exploration is completed: this may lead 
to a whole new industry for the area. 

The Commission will assume a very active part this coming 
year as industrial agents for the area. We are compiling an in- 
dustrial and recreational brochure to be released in the spring. 
Through this means we hope to carry the story of what we have 
to offer here in Knox County to the rest of the country. This 
could be the means of attracting new firms to the area or enlarge 
the facilities we now have to offer. 

This year the Commission has been invited to assist with the 
Economic Opportunity Act. This Act could well bring some last- 
ing benefits to the Area in recreational developments. The Com- 
mission will give all the assistance if can provide to ensure suc- 
cessful implementation of the Act. 

Your Commission is prepared at all times to assist each mem- 
ber Municipality in promoting any programs destined to help the 
economic growth of Waldoboro and Knox County, and solicits 
your requests in behalf of these endeavors. Furthermore, your 
Commission can only contribute to the economic betterment of the 
area to the extent that we have the wholehearted and complete 
cooperation of all the Area Municipalities.

In our opinion, the exhibits and schedules incorporated in this 
report, present fairly the financial position of the Town at Feb- 
ruary 5,.1964, and the results of its operations for the year then 


ended.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of Union has 
been completed for the fiscal year ended February 5, 1964. 
The audit consisted of an examination of the records maintained 
by the Selectmen, Treasurer, Tax Collector and other municipal 
officials. 


The operations for the year showed that the net unexpended 
departmental balance lapsed amounted to $6,487.83, per the 
following summary: 


Departmental Operations: 


Unexpended Balances $7,274.07 
Overdrafts 786.24 
Net Unexpended Balance $6,487.83 


The overlay and unexpended balances in the highways and 
bridges and welfare accounts were the principal factors contrib- 
uting to the amount lapsed to surplus. 


* * * 


The following comments pertain to the accompanying statements 
‘and to the scope of audit. 


ASSETS . . . The general fund cash balance of $21,962.60 was 
on deposit in the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine, at 
February 5, 1964. : 


Accounts receivable amounting to $152.28 representing princi- 
pally a prior year overdeposit in the Clara E. Thurston Worthy 
Poor Fund and reimbursable expenditures on welfare cases. 


Taxes receivable totaling $4,006.05 represented for the most 
part current year accounts of $2,876.34. The remaining balance 
of $1,129.71 was for prior accounts dating from 1955. Tax 
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liens, tax deeds and tax acquired property amounted to 
$1,058.70, $395.67 and $1,340.10 respectively. 


LIABILITIES, RESERVES AND SURPLUS . . . The short term loan 
of $3,300.00 which was issued to finance state aid road con- 
struction matures July 29, 1964 with interest at 3%. Other 
liabilities consisted of accounts payable of $2.49 and payroll 
deductions of $1,079.98 due governmental agencies at February 
5, 1964. 


The appropriation accounts showed a net unexpended balance 
of $4,897.11 representing various operating account balances 
and overdrafts carried forward to the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with legal requirements and/or customary practice. 

Other reserves totaling $5,068.64 included $2,068.64 for unin- 
vested trust fund principals and income and $3,000.00 for a 
revaluation fund. 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $17,152.69, a decrease 
of $865.98 for the year. This change was occasioned principally 
by authorized transfer for various purposes, less the net unex- 
pended balance lapsed and the state reimbursement for veterans’ 
tax exemptions. 


DEBT FUND . . . The debt fund, incorporated in the balance 
sheet as a separate fund, reflects outstanding building construc- 
tion serial bonds of $6,000.00, which mature $2,000.00 annually 
with interest at 238%, and a $15,000.00 serial educational pur- 
pose note, payable $3,000.00 annually with interest at 212%. 


TRUST FUNDS . . . Trust fund principals totaled $41,149.64 and 
unexpended income amounted to $4,434.67. With the exception 
of an amount due from the general fund, the funds are invested 
in stocks and bonds totaling $28,584.87 and bank deposits of 
$15,000.61. 


Annual withdrawals from trust fund income should not exceed 


current year expenditures. 
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Trust fund principals and income included in the general fund 


should be returned to the trust funds for investment. 


DEPARTMENTAL ACCOUNTS . . . The departmental operating 
accounts showed an increase of $10,453.75 in funds raised by 
taxation as compared with the preceding year. Larger appro- 
priations for education and county tax were the major factors 


contributing to the increase. 


GENERAL . . . The townspeople authorized the use of excise 
taxes for the roads and bridges account and the issuance of 
notes to finance the construction of a state aid road; also, 
authorized were transfers from surplus for various current opera- 


tions and the revaluation reserve fund. 


It was also noted that the selectmen were authorized by vote at 


a special town meeting to extend the date of paying the first — 
payment of the industrial arts program note from August 13, 
1963 to August 13, 1964. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 


The system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to 
the handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Count of cash was made and records checked to determine the 


accuracy of recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the 


correctness of recorded assets and liabilities. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 


celed checks were examined for a selected period. 
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Excise tax collections were verified with copies of receipts re- 
tained by the collector. Education account balances were veri- 
fied with the report of the Superintendent of Schools. Debt and 
trust fund transactions were examined and securities were veri- 
fied by actual inspection. Surety bond coverage was reviewed.
